Mrs. Stochal was disrobing when 
Tonto shot her in the breast through 1 
the window. 
Minnie was 
shot in the i 
breast and Stochal in tho head as they 
raised up in their beds. 
In all Tonto fired 
four 
shots, 
but 
seeing 
ho had 
not ! 
finished his victims he fled. 
Mrs. 
Stochal 
died ten minutes later. She was shot twice. 
Minnie is still alive, but is in a precarious 
condition. 
Stochal will recover. After the 
firing Stochal ran half a mile in his night 
clothes and barefoot through tho swamp to 
a neighbor’s house, while Minnie ran some

Tonto has not been captured, 
but Stochal’s 20-year-old son Fred has been 
arrested as a possible accessory to the 
crime.

It required very little 
time to convince them who the murderer 
was almost beyond tho possibility of a 
doubt.

Count H erbert Bism arck on the East 
A frica B ill. 
Berlin, Jan. 28.—Tho East Africa bill 
came up for debate in tho Reichstag Satur­ 
day. 
The chamber was crowded and much 
eagerness was manifested to hear the dis­ 
cussion. 
At l l o’clock Count Herbert Bis­ 
marck arose and explained tho reasons 
which had prompted tho Government to in­ 
troduce the measure. 
Count Herbert said that tho government 
tbok its stand principally upon Dr. W ind­ 
thorst’s anti-slavery resolution which had 
been carried by such a large majority in 
the Reichstag as to justify the hopo that 
tho bill would also be favorably received. 
Tho East African ferment had increased 
and tho situation demanded heavy sacrifices. 
He reviewed tho position of affairs at each 
German station and emphasized the dan­ 
ger in which they were placed. 
Tho 
navy, he said, had done its duty beyond all 
expectation, but without and it could not 
accomplish much. 
A police force 
was 
necessary. 
The demands of tho bill wero 
reasonable. 
Tho efforts of the Commercial 
company alono could not suffice to protect 
the interests of Germany in East Africa. 
Hence the empire was compelled to inter­ 
vene. 
The government had selected Cap­ 
tain Wissmann as tho man best fitted to 
carry out its purposes owing to his know­ 
ledge and experience. 
Capt. Wissmann, Imperial Commissioner 
for East Africa, followed Count Herbert 
and urged that the Reichstag accept the 
bill. 
He asked the members to rely upon 
his experience, gained by eight years wan­ 
dering in Africa. 
Prince Bismarck entered tho chamber 
while Capt. Wissman was speaking and 
took his seat. 
Prince Bismarck also took part in tho 
discussion. 
He asserted that the best re­ 
lation existed between Germany and En­ 
gland, an I Germany and Zanzibar. 
“ If,” 
he said, 4 ‘Germany wants tropical countries 
she must keep East Africa. 
I have not 
been originally a colonial man, but now I 
follow the will of the majority of tho Ger­ 
man Nat.on. ” 
The bill was referred to a 
committee, Prince Bismarck and Herr Von 
Bennigsen agreeing thereto.

but afterward a physical bitterness. 
Who the angel was and what tho book 
was no one can tell. 
The commentators do 
not agree, and I shall take no responsibili­ 
ty of interpretation, but will tell you that 
it suggests to me the little book of creeds 
which skeptics take and chew up and find 
a very luscious morsel to their witticism, 
but after awhile it is to them a great dis­ 
tress. 
The angel of the church hands out 
this little book of evangelism and the op­ 
ponents of tho Christian church tako it and 
eat it up, and it makes them smile a t first, 
I ut afterward it is to them a dire dyspepsia. 
All intelligent people have creeds—that 
is, 
favorite 
theories 
which they ljpve 
adopted. 
Political creeds—that is, theor­ 
ies about tariff, 
about finance, about civil 
service, about government. 
Social creeds 
—that is, theories about manners and cus­ 
toms and good neighborhood. 
Esthetical 
creeds—that is, 
theories al*out tapestry, 
about brie a-brac, about styles of orna­ 
mentation. 
Religious creeds—that is, the­ 
ories about the Deity, about the soul, about 
the great future. 
The only being who has 
no creed aliout 
anything is tho idiot. 
This scoffing 
against 
creeds is 
always 
a 
sign 
of 
profound 
ignorance 
on 
the part of tho scoffer, for ho has him­ 
self a hundred creeds in regard to other 
things. 
In our time tho beliefs of evangel­ 
istic churches are under a fusilado of cari­ 
cature and misrepresentation. 
Men set up 
what they call orthodox faith, and then 
they rake it with the musketry of their de­ 
nunciation. 
They falsify what tho Chris­ 
tian churches believe. 
They tako evangel­ 
ical doctrines and set thorn in a hai sh and 
repulsive way, and put thorn out of asso­ 
ciation with other truths. 
They are like a 
mad anatomist, who, desiring to toll what 
a man is, dissects a human body and hangs 
up in one place the heart, and in another 
place tho lungs, and in another place an 
ankle bone, 
and says that is a man. 
They are only fragments of a man wrenched 
out or their God-appointed places. 
Evangelical religion is a healthy, sym ­ 
metrical, well-jointed, 
roseate, bounding 
life, and tho scalpel and tho dissecting 
knife of tho infidel or tho atheist can not 
tell you what ii is. 
Evangelical religion is 
as different from what it is represented to 
bo by these enemies'as tho scare-crow which 
tho farmer puts in tho corn-field to keep off 
the ravens is different from the farmer him­ 
self. 
For instance, these enemies of evangelism 
say that tao Presbyterian church believes 
that God is a savage sovereign and that he 
made some men just to damn them and 
there are infants in hell a span long. These 
old slanders come down from generation to 
generation. 
Tho Presbyterian church be­ 
lieves no such thing. 
The Presbyterian 
church believes that God is a loving and 
just sovereign and that wTe are free agents. 
“ No, no! that can not be,” say these men 
who have chewed up the creed and liavo 
the consequent embittered stomachs. ‘‘That 
is impossible; if God.is asovereign we can't 
be free agents.” 
Why, my friends, we 
admit this in every other direction. 
I, De- 
W itt Talmage, am a free citizen of Brook­ 
lyn. 
I go when I please and come when I 
please, but I have at least four sovereigns. 
The church court of our denomination, that 
is my ecclesiastical sovereign. 
The Mayor 
of this city; he is my municipal sovereign. 
The Governor of New York; he is my State 
sovereign. 
The I “resident of the United 
States; he is my national sovereign. 
Four 
sovereigns have I, and yet in every faculty 
of holly, mind, and soul I am a free man. 
So, you see, it is possible that tho two doc­ 
trines go side by side and there is a com- 
mon-sense view of presenting it and there 
is a way that is impulsive. 
If you have tho two doctrines in|a worldly 
direction why not in a religious direction? 
If I choose to-morrow morning to walk into 
tho Mercantile library to improve my mind 
or to go through the conservatory of my 
friend at Jamaica, who has flowers from all 
lands growing under the arches of glass, ' 
aud who has an aquarium all asquirm with 
trout and gold-fish, 
and there are trees 
bearing oranges and bannanas, if I want to 
go there I could. 
I am free to go. 
Ii 
I want to go over to Hoboken and leap 
into the furnace of an oil factory, if I want 
to jump from the platform of the Phila­ 
delphia express train, if I want to leap 
from Brooklyn bridge, I may. 
But sup­ 
pose I should go to-morrow and leap into 
the furnace at Hoboken who would be to 
blame? That is all there is about sovereignty 
and free agency. 
God rules and reigns and 
ho has conservatories, and he has blast 
furnaces. 
If you want to walk in the gar­ 
dens, walk there. 
If you want to leap 
Into the furnaces you may. 
Suppose, now, a man had a charmed key 
with which he could open all the jails, and 
ho should open Raymond street jail and 
the New York Tombs and all the prisons 
on the continent, in three weeks what kind 
of a country would this be? 
All the in­ 
mates turned-out of those prisons and peni­ 
tentiaries. 
Suppose all tho reprobates, the 
bad spirits, tho outrageous spirits, should 
be turned into the New Jerusalem. 
Why, 
the next morning the gates of pearl would 
bo found off the hinge, the lineh-pin would 
lie gone out of the chariot wheels, the 
‘‘house of many mansions” would be burg­ 
larized. 
Assault 
and 
battery, 
arson, 
libertinism, and assassination would reside 
in the capital of the skies. 
Angels of God* 
would be insulted on tho streets. 
H eaves 
would ba a dead failure if there were ne 


and open communion, believe that if a' man 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ ho will be 
saved, whether he be baptized by one drop 
< f water on the forehead or bo plunged 
into tho Ohio or Fusquehanna,‘although im ­ 
mersion is the only gate by which one 
enters their earthly communion. 
The enemies of^evangelisin also misrepre­ 
sents tlft Methodist church. 
They say the 
Methodist church believes that a man can 
convert 
himself, 
aud 
that 
conversion 
in 
that 
church 
is 
a 
temporary 
emotion and that all a man has to do is to 
kneed down at tho altar and feel bad and 
then the minister pats him on the back and 
says: 
“ It is all right,” and that is all 
there is of it. 
False again. 
The Metho­ 
dist church believes that the Holy Ghost 
alone can convert a heart, and in that 
church conversion is an earthquake of con­ 
viction and a sunburst of pardon. 
And as 
to mere “temporary emotion,” I wish we 
till had more of the “ temporary emotion” 
which lasted Bishop Janes aud Matthew 
Simpson for a half century, keeping them 
on fire for God until their holy enthusiasm 
consumed their bodies. 
So all the evangelical denominations are 
misrepresented. 
And then these enemies 
of evangelism go on and hold up the great 
doctrines of Christian churches as absurd, 
dry, and inexplicable technicalities. "There 
is your doctrine of the trinity, ” they say. 
“ Absurd beyond all bounds. 
Tho idea that 
thoro is a God in three persons. 
Impossi­ 
ble. 
If it is one God it can’t be three, and 
if there are three they can’t bo one.” 
A t 
tho same time all of us—they with us— 
acknowledge trinities all around us. 
Trin­ 
ity in our own makeup—body, mind, soul. 
Boily with which we move, mind with 
which we think, soul with which we love. 
Three, yet one man. 
Trinity in tho air— 
light, heat, moisture—yet one atmosphere. 
Trinity in the court room—three judges on 
tho bench—but one court. 
Trinities all 
around 
about us in earthly government 
and hi nature. 
Of course all the illustra­ 
tions are defective for tho reason that tho 
natural can not fully illustrate tho spiritual. 
But suppose an ignorant man should 
(ome up to a chemist and say: 
“ I deny 
what you say about tho water and tho air; 
they are not made of different parts. 
Tho 
air is one; I breathe it every day. 
The 
water is one; I drink it every day. 
You 
can’t deceive me about tho elements that 
go to make up the air and tho w ater.” 
Tho chemist would say: 
“You come into 
ray laboratory and I will demonstrate this 
whole thing to you. ’ ’ 
The ignorant man 
goes into the chemist’s laboratory and secs 
for himself. 
He learns that tho water is 
one, and tho air is one, but they aro made 
up of different parts. 
So hero is a man 
who says: 
“ I can’t understand the doc­ 
trine of tho trinity.” 
God says: 
“ You 
come up here into the laboratory after 
your death and you will see—you will see 
it explained, you will see it demonstrated. ” 
The ignorant man can not understand tho 
chemistry of the water and the air until ho 
goes into the laboratory aud we will never 
understand the trinity until we go into 
Heaven. 
The ignorance of the man who 
can not understand tho chemistry of the air 
and water does not change the fact in re­ 
gard to tho composition of air and w afer. 
Because we can not understand tho tr iuity 
lees that change the fact? 
“And there is your absurd doctrine about 
justification by faith,” say these antago­ 
nists who have chewed up tho little book 
of evangelism and have tho consequent 
embittered 
stom ach— “ justification 
by 
faith; you can’t explain i t ” 
I can ex ­ 
plain it. 
It is simply this: 
When a man 
lakes the Lord Jesus Christ as his Savior 
from sin God lets tho offender off. 
Just as 
you havo a difference with somo one, ho 
bas injured 
you, 
ho apologizes or he 
makes reparation, you say: 
“ Now, that’s 
ill right, that’s all r ig h t” 
Justification 
by 
faith is this: 
A man takes Jesus 
Christ as his Savior, 
aud God says to tho 
man: 
“ Now, it was all wrong before, but 
It is all right now; it is all right.” 
That 
was what made Martin Luther what he 
was. 
Justification by faith; it is going to 
lonquer all nations. 
“ There is your absurd doctrine about re­ 
generation,” these antagonists of evangel­ 
ism say. 
What is regeneration? 
Why, 
regeneration is reconstruction. 
Anybody 
can understand that. 
Have you not seen 
people who aro all made over again by 
some wonderful influence? Iii other words, 
they aro just as different now from what 
they used to be as possible. 
The old Con­ 
stellation, man-of-war, lay down hero at 
the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Famine came to 
Ireland. 
Tho old Constellation was fitted 
up, and though it had been carrying gun­ 
powder and bullets it took broad to Ire­ 
land. 
You remember the enthusiasm as 
the old Constellation went out of our har­ 
bor, and with what joy it was greeted by 
the famishing nation on the other side 
the sea. 
That is regeneration. 
A man 
loaded up with sin and death loaded up 
with life. 
Refitted. 
Your observation has 
been very small indeed if you have not 
seen changes in character as radical as that. 
A man came into this church one night 
and ho was intoxicated, and at an utterance 
of tho pulpit he said, in a subdued tone: 
“That’s a lie.” 
An officer of tho church 
tapped him on the shoulder and said: “ You 
must lie silent or you must go out. ’ ’ 
Tho 
next night that stranger came and he was 
converted to God. 
He was in the liquor 
business. 
He resigned the business. 
Tho 
next day he sent back tho samples that had 
just l>een sent him. 
He began to love that 
which ho hate<l. 
I baptised him by immer­ 
sion in the baptisti y under this platform. 
A large salary was offered him if he would 
return to his former business. 
He dec-lined 
it. 
He woald rather suffer with' Jesus 
Christ than bo prospered in the world. Ho 
wrote home a letter to his Christian mother. 
The Christian mother wrote back congratu­ 
lating him, and said: 
“ If in the change of 
your business you have lack of means come 
home; you aro always welcome homo.” He 
told of his conversion to a dissolute com­ 
panion. 
The 
dissolute companion said: 
“ Well, if you have become a Christain 
you had better go over and talk to that 
dying girl. 
She is dying with quick con­ 
sumption in that house. ” 
The new convert 
went there. 
All the surroundings were dis­ 
solute. 
He told the dying girl that Jesus 
would save her. 
“ O h /’ said she, “that 
can’t be, that can’t bel 
W hat makes you 


and sailed on to the harbor of 


liftod. 
house, 
course 
safety. 
When in seaport the captain spends most 
af his time in evangelical work. 
He kneels 
down by ono who has been helpless in the 
lied for many months, and the next day 
she walks in tho streets, well. 
Ho kneels 
l»eside one who has long been decrepit and 
ho resigns the crutches. 
Ho kneels besido 
ono who has not seen enough to bo able to 
read for ten years, and she reads the Biblo 
that day. 
Consumptives go away cured, 
and those who had diseases that were ap­ 
palling to behold come up to rapid con­ 
valescence and to complete health. 
I am 
not telling you anything second-hand. 
I 
have had the story from the lips of the pa­ 
tients in this very house, those who were 
brought to health of body whilo at the 
same time brought to God. 
No second­ 
hand story this. 
I have heard the testi­ 
mony from men and women who hftYo bean 
cured. 
You may call it faith cure, or you 
may call it the power of God coming down 
in answer to prayer; I do not care what 
you call it, it is a fa ct 
The scoffing sea 
captain, his heart full of hatred for Chris­ 
tianity, now becomes a follower of the 
meek and lowly Jesus, giving all his time 
to evangelical labors, or all the time ho 
can spare from other occupations. 
That is 
regeneration, that is regeneration. 
Man 
all made over again. 
“There is your absurd doctrine of vicar­ 
ious sacrifice,” say these m en who havo 
chowed up tho little book of creeds and 
have tho consequent embittered stomach. 
“ Vicarious sacrifice! 
Let every man suf­ 
fer for himself. 
W hy do I want Christ to 
suffer for mo? 
I’ll suffer for myself and 
carry my own burdens.” 
They scoff at 
the idea of vicarious sacrifice, while they 
admire it everywhere else except in Christ. 
People see its beauty when a mother suffers 
for her child. 
People see its beauty when 
a patriot suffers for his country. 
Peoplo 
see its beauty when a man denies himself 
for a friend. 
They can see the beauty of 
vicarious sacrifice in every ono but Christ. 
A young lady in one of the literary 
in­ 
stitutions was a teacher. 
She was very re­ 
ticent and very retired in her habits an I 
she formed no companionships in the new 
position she occupied and her dress was 
very 
plain—sometimes 
it was shabby. 
After awhilo she was discharged from tho 
place for that reason, 
but no reason was 
given. 
In answer to tho letter discharging 
her from tho position she said: 
“ Well, if I 
h ave failed to please I suppose it is my 
own fault. ’ * 
She went here and 4hare for 
employment and found none, and in das- 
]>eration and dementia she ended her life 
by suicide. 
Investigation was made and it 
was found that out of her small means • he 
had supported her father, SO years of age, 
mid was paying the way of her brother in 
Yale college on his way to the ministry. 
It was found that sho had no blanket on 
tho tied that winter, and she had no fire on 
that very coldest day of all the season. 
Peoplo found it out and there was a large 
gathering at tho funeral—the largest ever 
at any funeral at that place—and tho very 
people who had scoffed came and looked 
upon tho pale face of the martyr and all 
honor was done her; but it w«p too late. 
Vicarious sacrifice! 
All 
are thrilled with 
such instances as that. 
But many are not 
moved by tho fact that Christ paid his 
poverty for our riches, his self-abnegation 
for our enthronement, and knelt on the 
sharp edges of humiliation that we m ight 
climb over his lacerated shoulder into peace 
and heaven. 
Bo it ours to admire and adore these 
doctrines at which others jeer. 
Oh, the 
depths of the riches of tho wisdom and 
knowledge of God! 
How unsearchable is 
his wisdom, and his ways are past finding 
out! 
Oh, tho height, the depth, the length, 
tho breadth, tho infinity, the immensity, 
the eternity of that love! 
Let our earnest 
prayers go out in behalf of all those who 
scoff at these doctrines of grace. When the 
IiOndon plague was raging in the year I M e 
there was a hotel near tho chief burial 
place that excited much comment. 
E ng­ 
land was in fright and liereaveinent. 
Tho 
dead-carts went through tho streets day 
and night, and tho cry “ Bring out your 
dead!” was answered by tho bringing out of 
the forms of tho loved ones, and they were 
put twenty or thirty in a cart and tho 
wagons went on to the cemetery; and theso 
dead 
were not Imriod in graves, but in 
great trenches, 
in great pita, in one pit 
1.114 burials! 
Tho carts would come up 
with their great burden of twenty or thir­ 
ty to the mouth of the pit, a n i tho front of 
the cart was lifted and the dead bodies shot 
into tho pit. All tho churches in London were 
open for prayer day and night and England 
was in great anguish. At this very time at a 
hotel,at a wayside inn near the chief burial 
place, there was a group of hardened men 
who sat day after day and night after 
uight blaspheming God and imitating tho 


sorrow-stricken who went by to the burial 
place. 
Those men sat there day after day 
tnd night after night, and they scoffed at 
nen and they scoffed at women and they 
tcoffod at God. 
But after awhilo ono of 
)hem was struck with the plague and in 
:wo weeks all of the group were down in 
,he trench from the margin of which they 
aad uttered their ribaldry. 
My friends, a greater plague is abroad 
In tho world. 
Millions have died of it. 
Millions are smitten with it now. 
Plague 
sin, 
plague of 
sorrow, 
piagu* 
of 
wretchedness, plague of woe. 
Aly I conse­ 
crated women and men from all Chrlsten- 
lom are going on trying to stay the plague 
and 
alleviate 
tho 
anguish, 
and there 
is a 
group 
of 
men 
in 
this 
conn 
try 
baso 
enough 
to 
sit 
and 
deride 
the work. 
They scoff at the Bible and 
they scoff at evangelism and they scoff at 
Jesus Christ and they scoff at God. 
If 
these words shall reach thorn, either while 
they are sitting here to-day or through the 
printing press, let mo tell them to remem­ 
ber tho fate of that group in the wayside 
inn whilo the plague spread its two black 
wings over the doomed city of London. 
Oh, instead of being scoffers let us be dis­ 
ciples! 
“ Blessed is the man who walketh 
not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standish in tho way of sinners, nor sitteth 
In tho seat of tho scornful.”

A now lamp shade contains a vaned 
wheel so mounted that the current of heated 
air from the lamp rotates a series of colure*I 
bands, behind a perforated design on tho 
■bade, producing a beautiful effect. 
As a wood preserver napthaline is now 
used in Scotland, its action being to destroy 
all albuminoid compounds in tho wood, 
leaving it dry and clean to handle, and 
with only a faint aromatic smell. The nap­ 
thaline is melted in a vessel capable of 
being tightly sealed, aud in this the wood 
is saturated. 
Spectacles (to bo used in surgical opera­ 
tions), lit by means of a small electric lamp, 
are a new invention. 
The lamp is arranged 
to send a beam of cool light on tho part to 
bo examined; meanwhile tho rims of the 
spectacles exclude tho outside light from 
the observer’s eyes. 
Tho current is con­ 
veyed to tho lamp by wires connected to 
tho small terminals, 
Drs. Henoque and Fredol, in a communi­ 
cation made to the Biological Society of 
Paris, state that tho extraction of a tooth 
may l>c rendered painless by spraying the 
neighborhood of tho external ear with ether. 
V ie anaesthesia of the trigeminous so pro­ 
duced, extends to tho dental nerves, and 
thus renders the production of tho general 
ana stliosia needless. 
An old toy has been reproduced in tho 
form of a paper-weight containing an ap­ 
parently Iivi ng bird or insect. A miniature 
electric generator in tho bas** causes the 
artificial creature to flap its wings and pro­ 
duce a peculiar rustling sound, the imita­ 
tion being so deceptive that a certain sensi­ 
tive lady accused the inventor of cruelty in 
imprisoning a live butterfly to die of star­ 
vation. 
Mr. F. H. Shelton tells how to thaw 
frozen pipes: 
“ I took from over the pipe 
some four or five inches— j tut a crust—of 
earth; I put a couple of bushels of lime 
into the space, poured water over the lime 
and slacked it, and then put a canvas over 
that, and rocks on the canvas, so as to keep 
the wind from getting underneath. 
Next 
morning, on returning there, I found that 
the frost had been drawn out of the ground 
for nearly three feet. 
You can appreciate 
what an advantage that was; for picking 
through frozen ground with tho thermo­ 
meter below zero is no joke. 
Since then 
we havo tried it several times. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent plan if you have time enough to let 
the lime work. 
In tho day-time you can­ 
not afford to waste the time; but if you 
have a spare night in whioh to work, it is 
worth while to try it. ’ ’ 
Prof. 
John A. Brashear of Allegheny 
City, expects to astonish the astronomical 
world by two telespectroscopes which ho 
has just completed for Prof. Lewis Swift 
of tho Warner Observatory at Rochester, 
N. Y ., and W. R. Brooks of the Smith Ob­ 
servatory at Geneva, N. Y. 
They are the 
largest instruments of the kind ever con­ 
structed. 
One of the additional features 
added is for use in observing the hydrogen- 
flames which extend for great distances be­ 
yond the sun’s surface. 
On the new in­ 
strument the position of both observer and 
spectroscope are permanent. Certain parts 
of the instrument are illuminated by a tiny 
electric light of three-candle power. 
There 
is also an attachment for photographing the 
spectrum of the sun and stars. It was Prof. 
Brashear who made tho grand spectroscope 
for tho Lick Observatory in California. 
The Boston Transcript says: 
“There are 
one record enough accidents similar to that 
which wrecked an oatmeal factory in Chi­ 
cago recently to prove the somewhat recent 
theory that the impalpable dust of any in­ 
flammable material may become a danger­ 
ous explosive. 
When this idea was first 
advanced it was scouted as preposterous; 
but unbelief and ridicule did not deter in­ 
vestigation, 
and 
scientific 
investigation 
proved the fact. 
But the question may be 
asked, if dust is an explosive, why are not 
our mills and factories, with their dust­ 
laden atmosphere, in constant danger? Why 
is there riot a dust explosion every day, 
instead of at long intervals? 
The answer 
Is, that although in all those places there is 
a constant menaco, it is only at rare inter­ 
vals that all the conditions are right. 
If 
we under stand the matter, 
the danger 
point is not when there is moro or less dust 
in the air, but when the fine powder and 
air are combined in just that proportion to 
form an explosive medium. 
Then, and only 
then, a spark may arouse into terrific ac­ 
tivity the offspring of the union of these 
two harmless substances.

occurred in one of the stoke holes, badly 
scalding ten men, 
three of whom are not 
expected to live. 
Tho accident occurred ju't as the last of 
tho passengers was landed. 
One of the large boiler tubes or flues, 35 
inches in diameter and 4 feet in length of 
the lower forward boiler exploded and the 
steam blew off the smoke-box and furnace 
doors and rushed out in tho fire-roo rn. 
Fourth Engineer McFarland and Sixth En­ 
gineer Dower were in the flre-room, 
ba­ 
silics a number of firemen, trimmers, and 
oilers at the time. 
Charles Yates, the 
second, and Henry Ibbs, tho fifth engineer, 
were standing on the grating stairs directly 
above the other men. 
When the steam rushed from the furnace 
doors the men jumped for the iron stairway 
that leads up from the stoke-holes to the 
engine-room and main deck above, but ow­ 
ing to the blinding clouds of steam that 
enveloped the men only Yates and Ibbs es­ 
caped, and they were badly, but not seri­ 
ously scalded. 
A panic seized upon the other members 
of the crew and many of them fled from 
the ship to the pier, but some of the more 
cool-headed ones, 
immediately 
divining 
what tho trouble was, set about getting the 
scalded men out of the stoke-hole. 
A m ­ 
bulances were summoned and Ship Surgeon 
McDonald and his assistants descended into 
the flre-room. 
There they found eight men, some of 
them apparently dead. 
Those who could 
stand on their feet were helped up the stairs 
and to St. 
Vincent’s hospital. 
It was 
found necessary to hoist Fourth Engineer 
McFarland, Sixth Engineer Dower, and a 
fireman, John Leonard, from the fire room, 
as they were unconscious, and they, too, 
were sent to the hospital. 
The injured men are as follows:
